By Massignon 

Man must become one In' his be- 
haviour, as God Is one. Professor 
Massignon urged the union of God 
and man in his lecture last night 
on "Religious Experience' and the 
Muslim Search For God." A con- 
temporary Oriental authority, Pro- 
fessor Massignon currently teaches 
at ]he_ College de, France and Hautes 
Etudes (Sorbonnc), 

The lecture, Riven In Divinity 
Hall, was mainly a discussion of 
El Husayn— Ibn— Mansul El Hallaj, 
a tenth century prophet who rea- 
lized the mystical union with God 
through suffering. "The cardinal 
point of the Christian "Religion," 
Professor Massignon said. "Is 'to 
welcome your fellow man, to love 
one's enemy, and to realize the mys- 
tical union with Go'd. Revenge Is 
God's privilege, and, not Man's." 

Professor Massignon wllj lecture 
at. the Université de Montreal to 
night, and from there will proceed 
to lecture at Harvard University. 
The discussion ended with a ques- 
tion period. , .

(CUP) — A 
campus wide levy Is to be imposed 
on the students of Queen's Univer- 
sity to pay for damage suffered 
by the Toronto football train. This 
■was the final decision of the Alma 
Mater Society Court of Queen's 
University, and the AMS executive 
has been forced to uphold the 
decision. 

Meeting Wednesday night, to 
receive the Report of the AMS 
Court, the AMS executive went into 
Committee almost immediately, 
when the possiblity of overthrow- 
ing the Court's decision was raised. 

When it came out of Committee 
the AMS announced that the 
Court's decision to impose a 
campus- Avide levy was binding and 
could not be overruled. 

At this point Ian Stewart pro- 
posed "that the executive of the 
Football Committee be requisi- 
tioned by the AMS." The AMS 
went Into Committee again to con- 
sider this and when they came out 



announced that the motion had 
been withdrawn. 

Several » times In the course of 
the meeting questions were raised 
about th Football Committee, and 
finally a motion was carried calling 
for an Investigation of It by the 
AMS. 

There was a discussion of the 
recommendations of the Court con- 
ccrning the future control of the 
Toronto train. A motion was passed 
that the full cost of the AMS con- 
stables be deducted in future from 
the profits of the trip, whether the 
AMS or the Footbàll Committee 
hire the train. It appears that the 
Football Committee paid for only 
one of the six constables on this 
year's train despite the fact that 
it retained nil the profits. 

The final motion carried was 
that' an account of the AMS deci- 
sions and a cheque for the full 
amount of the damages be sent to 
the CN.F„

Compared to a speech or maga- 
zine article, debating is like a game, 
according ' to Mel Rothman, presi- 
dent of the Students' Society. Mr. 
Rothman . spoke on "Defining the 
Topic" yesterday at the opening 
session of the Debating School 
which is being sponsored by the 
Arts and Science Debating Society. 

The purpose of the school is to 
offer novice and experienced dc- 
bators the opportunity to learn de- 
bating techinquc from' experts in 
the particular phases of debating. 
The Society felt that many students 
found is difficult to master certain 
fundamentals and rather than let 
them learn by trial and error, it 
was decided to give them a brief 
course In basic debating technique. 

Mr. 'Rothman, a former gold 
medal and Intercollegiate debator, 
and past president of the Arts and 
Science Debating Society, outlined 
what debating Is from his exper- 
ience. 

He emphasized that In debating, 
one must bo precise, definite and 
logically conclusive. This is unlike 
an ordinary speaker who can talk 
generally or a specialist who can 
give statistics. A debator has two 
types of opponents,— the opposition 
and the judge. 

A debator is like a lawyer, Roth- 
man continued. As a lawyer de- 
fends a man. whether he believes 
him to be guilty or not, the debator 
must defend a resolution whether 
he believes in It or not. This teaches 
tolerance and shows him every side 
of a question. Mr. Rothman advised 
saturation in the topic thinking 
of both views so that the debator 
will also have an idea of what the 
opposition is going to say. 

It Is up to the first speaker for 
the affirmative to define the reso- 
lution. This Is his opportunity to 
harrow it slightly In order to put 



his side into the best light. He 
should define essential points to 
prevent wandering. Most novices 
do not stick within the confines of 
the definition. 

Unlike speeches, in a debate, one 
must say something more than once 
so that the point will sink in. The 
Judge must be convinced too. Nov- 
ices often make , the mistake of for- 
getting ^bout the Judge and aud- 
ience and just talk tp their "worthy 
opponents." 

There are different types of 
judges, Mr. Rothman continued. If 
the debator can find out what as- 
pect of the topic would be of spec- 
ial Interest to the judge, then. It he 
does not over-do It since it is, a 
little unethical, he can use it. 

A question period followed the 
talk.
